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Pertinent Changes in the
State Military Lazw

By Brigadicr General Edward J. Westcott, The Adjutant General

HTE principal amendments to the Mili-

tary Law for 1924 were prepared by

a Commission appointed under Chap-
ter 560 of the Laws ol 1923, The mcembers
of the Commission were Brigadier Gen-
eral George R, Dyer, Chairman; Briga-
dier General Edear S, Jennings, Brigadier
General Tdward J. Westcott, Senators
Duncan T, O'Brien, James A. Higgins,
and Parton Swiit, and Assemblymen Vig-
tor R. Kaulmann, Lester W. Patterson
and John C. Devereux with Tieutenant
Colonel Howard T. Kingsbury as Counsel.
The Commission submitted  its  recom-
mendations to the Legislarure in the form
of 2 bill which, with some modifications,
became Chapter 114 of the Laws of 1924,
The most important changes made by this
Chapter are as {ollows, viz:

(a) Section 19-a—Places a member of
ithe National Guard who has performed
active service in aid of the eivil authorities
or in Iederal service, in the same class
with veterans as regards retirement under
this Section.

{b) Section 20.—Authorizes The Adju-
tant General, with the approval of the
Gavernot, to turn over colors and stand-
ards received from the War Department,
to aclive organizations of the National
Guard  representing  the  organizations
which carried such colors and standards
time of war,

() Section 76.—This amendment does
away with the full and honorable discharge
for officers. TFull and honorable discharges
for enlisted men were done away with
several years ago,

(dY Section 137.—Crants to marshals of
mmilitary courts all of the powers and un-
munitics ot peace ofhcers, This allows
marshals to carry firearms while engaged
in their duties whether in uniform or not.

{e) Sectiom  139.—Provides that the
keepers and wardens of all jails, peniten-
tarics or prisons degignated by the Gov-
ernor or by The Adjutant General shall
receive the bodies of persons committed by
the process or mandale of a military court.
Prior to this amendment the section only
covered city and county jails.

(1) Scction 180.—Provides that where
two or more armories are located in one
building outside of the City of New York
the Commanding General of the National
Guard or the Commanding Officer of the
Naval Milita, if only naval wnits are in-
volved, shall designate the officer in charge
and control of the building and apporiion

the yuarters of each organization and regu-
fate the military use and the care of the

entrances, drifl floors, hasement and stor-
age spaces of such building. Before this
amendment, the armory commission had
charge of this matter.

¢) Secetion 183.—This amendment au-
thorizes the Commanding General of the
National Guard to designate two officers

Cas members of the Armory Doard of New

York City in place of the two brigade
commanders heretofore authorized to he
designated by him.

{(h) Section 186-b—Provides that, in the
City of New York, where two or more
armories are located in one building, the
Commanding General of the  National
Guard or the Commanding Officer of the
Naval Militia, if enly naval units are in-
volved, shall designate the officer in charge
and control of such building and apportion
the quarters of each organization and regu-
late the military use and the care of the
entrances, drill floors, basements and stor-
age spaces of such buildings.

(1) Section 187 —Persons hereafter ap-
pointed as armory emplovees must not be
over 43 vears of age hut a person who has
served honorably in the National Guard or
Naval AMilitia of this State for a period
of five yecars mmay he appointed if he is
under the age of 50 vears. At least one
employvee In cach armory where less than
six are cmploved and two where six or
more are employved must not be in active

(jy Section 188, —Floor space added to
an armory by alterations, improvenments,
or additions will not be counted in the fu-
ture in computing floor space unless the
amount so added excceds 20,000 square
feet. The number of animals for which
laborers will be allowed is lmited to the
number authorized for the organization oc-
cupying the armory.

(kY Section 189.—An armory emplovee
who holds a commission In a reserve may
he detailed to active duty for a period ol

“not to exceed thirty days in oany one vear

without affecting his position as such em-
ployee.

{1) Section 192 —Thiz Section has been
entirely re-written.  Applications for the
use of an armory must be approved as in
the old section. The paragraphs relative
to the use of an armory by troops and
organizations of the active
militin, and by veteran organizations wider
AL T. 186 are continued.  An armory may
now he used for the purpose of holding
athletic, mifitary or social events, con-
ducted solely and exclusively under the
auspices and management and for the ben-
efit of a civil association formed uader
M. L, 232 and guartered in the armory
where such event is held and for such pur-
poses of any federal, state, county, or
municipal bureau or department, or the
militarvy or naval forces of the United
States as may be approved by the proper
